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Economy and Efficiency 
Emphasized by Governor 


Following is the message delivered 
by Governor Jam es P. Goodrich be­ 
fore the General Assembly: 
Gentlemen 
of 
the 
General 
As­ 
sem bly: 
The particular question before us 
Is that of putting the state's business 
on a strict business basis with an at­ 
tendant 
increase 
in 
efficiency— the 
universal 
complement of intelligent 
economy. 
The questions with which we will 
have to deal during the session of the 
General Assembly have little to do 
with national politics. 
In the con­ 
sideration and settlement of the ques­ 
tions concerning the state's business, 
no partisan advantage attaches, save 
th a t which accrues to an individual 
o r party which renders faithful and 
efficient service to the public. 
I trust 
th a t in both legislation and adminis­ 
tration we may be able to rise above 
m ere partisan consideration. 
In ex­ 
pressing this hope, I wish to detract 
nothing from the importance of poli­ 
tical parties but on the contrary to 
argue against the abuses of po itical 
parties 
which 
come 
from 
exalting 
partisan considerations to the detri­ 
m ent of the general welfare. 
While T hope that 
the 
majority 
mem bers of the leg islatu re will be 
disposed to stand together in all m at­ 
ters covered by the pledges ot the 
party in power to the people of this 
state, on the other hand, 1 trust that 
party affiliations 
may not 
interfere 
with the business before the Legisla­ 
ture; that the view of the minority 
m em bers may have due weight in our 
deliberations and that we ma> 
ab 
work together as representatives o? 
all the people of the state for the 
common good. 
I shall be glad, of course, to confer 
a t any time with the members of the 
General Assembly on m atters pend­ 
ing before it and the executive branch 
of the state government. 
I do not believe in executive dic­ 
tation, but I do believe that the exec­ 
utive, as well as the General 
As­ 
sembly, is bound to carry into effect 
the promises made to the people ir. 
a political campaign, and I shall rec­ 
ommend such legislation as 1 believe 
necessary to fulfill these pledges- and 
auch legislation as I believe to be de­ 
m anded in behalf of the public we 
are sw'orn to serve. 
The people are growing restive un­ 
der the increasing cost of govern­ 
ment. 
While they must realize that 
'with t h e increasing functions of t h e 
state, undertaken in the light of its 
enlarged responsibility, and becaus* 
of an advancing conception of 
the 
sta te ’s duties to the people, there 
m ust follow' a constant increase in the 
cost of government, yet they also un­ 
derstand that this condition demands 
the greatest economy in the conduct 
of the public business if democracy is 
Dot to break down of its own weight. 
We have just celebrated the Gen- 
tennial of Indiana; we are proud of 
the history of our commonwealth: we 
are not ashamed as a whole of the 
Btandards 
of 
public 
service 
which 
have been maintained and which year 
by year are growing higher. 
We may 
well aspire, however, to the distinc­ 
tion of establishing as the “Indiana 
Idea” in state government, the m ain­ 
tenance of the same standards of eco­ 
nomy, efficiency and service which 
prevail in the conduct of the most ef­ 
ficiently managed 
private business. 
To bring this about will require some 
sacrifices of our own personal inter­ 
ests and feelings. People demand eoo- 


propria tions. leaving tne expenuitur». 
of public money entirely under th* 
control of the various boards, com 
missions and departm ental heads. 
Believing as I do in centralizing the 
control of the expenditure of publk 
funds In the executive and in holdinc 
him responsible. I believe that a lave 
should be passed requiring the ap 
proval of the executive in the expen 
diture of all funds of this character 
He should have nothing to do with 
the personnel of the employees o? 
with their selection, but he shoult 
have something to say about the sal 
aries paid and the am ount of money 
expended for a particular purpose, and 
I, therefore, recommend that a bill be 
passed in accordance with this su 
gestion 
The Oil Department. 
W e have in the state at this time 
fifty-nine oil deputies, a chief oil in 
speotor in the state house and th> 
clerical force under his charge, for 
which service in fees, salaries and 
expenses, they are receiving approxi 
mately $125,000 each year. 
I recommend that the entire oil de 
partment, 
as 
now 
constituted, 
be 
abolished at once; that the w'ork no.v 
being done by this departm ent 
be 
turned over to the pure food and drug 
departm ent: 
that the coraffil>sionei 
he authorized to increase his present 
force of deputies by not to exceel 
three: that he be allowed an addition 
al chemist and a sufficient increase 
in the appropriation for his depart 
rnent to cover the added expense 
That the fees as now charged be paid 
into the state treasury. 
State Statistician. 
I recommend that the office of state 
statistician be abolished and that the 
statistical part of the work now be 
ing performed by this official be trans 
ferred to the executive departm ent 
the collection of statistics to be made 
by the various offices, departm ents 
and bureaus of the state government 
and 
published 
by direction 
of the 
Governor, with the co-operation of the 
bureau of legislative and adm inistra­ 
tive information; that the work ol 
the 
employment 
bureaus - be trans. 
ferred to the industrial commission 
In order that the newly elected state 
statistician shall suffer no material 
loss on account of the abolition of his 
office, if this recommendation is fol 
lowed out. I will appoint Mr. Roberts 
to a position with a salary equivalent 
to the one now' fixed for his office. 
Many thousand dollars can be saved 
by the abolition of this office and the 
distribution of the work as indicated 
Attorney General. 
The office of attorney general is a 
legislative office. 
It is the law con 
struing branch of the state service 
and the legal arm of the executive 
and 
adm inistrative 
departm ents 
of 
state government. In addition to $19,- 
200 expended every year for the pay 
ment of salaries in the attorney gen 
eral’s office, the state is now- paying 
out large sums of money for legal as 
sistants in the various departm ents 
The state board of tax commission 
ers is spending $2,500 a year for spe 
cial counsel; the state fire marshal 
employs a legal assistant at $2,000 an 
nually; the state board of accounts 
employs a legal adviser at $2,800 an 
nually. 
Besides the $6,000 expended 
annually by the public service com 
mission in payment of the salary ol 
its general counsel, the public service 
commission has expended over $3.00* 
since its creation in 1913 for special 
legal counsel. 
All this has become a 
serious financial burden. 
Any legal 


have charge of and carry on the w'ork 
now performed by the state board of 
forestry, the state fish and game coir- 
missioner, state geologist and state 
entomologist and also have charge of 
the public parks of the state; that 
they be authorized to carry on tn« 
work now' authorized by law in the 
boards and offices abolished, and to 
select and employ the force necessary 
to do such work. 
The commission 
should be authorized to call on the 
state educational institutions for as­ 
sistance. 
These institutions can be 
most helpful to the commission with­ 
out any additional expense to the 
state. 
I recommend in the enactm ent of 
this law that the work of the con­ 
servation of the fish, game and bird 
life of the state be separated from 
the law enforcing branch of the serv ­ 
ice and that a chief game warden, 
with an adequate num ber of deputies, 
be appointed to have charge of the 
enforcement of the law and that ex­ 
perts be appointed by the commission 
to look after the propagation of fish, 
game and birds in the state. 
The creation of a nonpartisan, non­ 
salaried commission will m ake it cer­ 
tain that this work be kept out of 
politics and the work be m ade an et- 
ficient branch of the public service 
instead of merely an avenue for the 
reward of “deserving” partisans. 
State Highway Commission. 
The time has come when there 
should be created in Indiana a state 
highway commission, m ade up ot four 
members, not more than tw*o of whom 
should be long to any one political 
party. 
They 
should 
serve 
without 
salary, their expenses to be paid by 
the state. 
They should be given au­ 
thority 
to 
establish 
main 
roads 
throughout the state, for the construe 
tion of w'hich state aid is to be rend­ 
ered. 
The aid of the state should be 
limited to roads established by 
the 
commission and the construction of 
such roads under the direction of this 
commission should be limited to a 
perm anent wearing surface to be fixed 
by the commission and its engineers 
In addition to the general public bene­ 
fit, there is a special benefit to the 
property along which said highwac- 
are constructed and for that reason 
the law should authorize county com 
missioners to cause to be assessed 
against abutting property according 
to benefits, an amount not exceeding 
one-fourth of the total cost of the 
road. 
State aid should be limited to per 
m anent roads. 
An examination of the 
reports of the highway commission o! 
New York and other states shows 


Public Service Corporation!. 
From reports made to the public 
service commission of the amount ot 
taxes paid by public service corpora­ 
tions in the state, it appears that 
while many public service corpora­ 
tions are contributing as low as 2 per 
cent of their gross income, others 
are paying as high as 15 per cent. 
It 
is clear 
from 
an 
examination 
of the records that the taxes on these 
service corporations have not 
been 
fairly or equally adjusted; they are 
grossly inadequate in some cases and 
alm ost confiscatory in others. 
I. therefore, recommend, in order 
th at there may be uniformity in the 
assessm ent 
of 
these 
corporations, 
that they be brought under the juris­ 
diction of the state board of tax com­ 
missioners 
and 
their 
assessm ents 
fixed by this board. 
Workmen’s Compensation. 
An examination of the reports of 
the industrial board shows that over 
80 per cent of the workingmen in 
jured in the course of their employ, 
m ent come within the fourteen days’ 
waiting period and receive no com­ 
pensation for the injury sustained. 
This leaves but 20 per cent to be 
compensated and this 20 per cent car­ 
ries 45 per cent of the economic loss 
resulting through their injuries. 
These facts in my judgment clear­ 
ly dem onstrate th e unfairness and in­ 
justice of the tw'o weeks’ waiting 
period since it throw s nearly 90 per 
cent of the economic loss upon the 
w’orkingmen and I recommend, th ere­ 
fore. that the law* be amended so as 
to shorten this waiting period from 
fourteen to seven days. 


Soldiers and Sailers’ Orphans’ Home. 
I call your attention to the fact 
that at this tim e there are in the 
Soldiers and Sailors’ orphans' home 
at Knightstown. Indiana, but 106 chil­ 
dren of soldiers of the Civil war; th at 
the remaining 412 are either the chil­ 
dren of Spanish-American, Philippine 
Island and regular arm y children of 
the grandchildren of soldiers of the 
Civil war. 
Only one state in the Union is now 
maintaining a s ta te home for the de­ 
pendent children of soldiers and sail­ 
ors of the Civil war. 
It is inevitable 
th a t a time will soon come when there 
will be no such children to enter the 
Knightstow'n home. 
Without any de- 
terim ent w hatever to these children, 
this home can be used for the purpose ‘ 
j Of caring for the dependent children 
I of the entire state. 
T recommend, therefore, that the 
law' under which this institution is 
maintained, be so amended as to pro­ 
vide, first: 
For the children of thf 
that the difference betw'een the cost 1 soj(|jers 0f the Civil war and that 


nomv and efficiency in the abstract. ; a(jvice needed by any officer, bureau

but are not always individually so 
anxious for it when the execution or 
the plan conflicts with their own in­ 
terests.

recommendations 
will 
1 * 
made to the legislature for the 
struetion of new buildings and for the 
establishment of new state institu 
tions. 
Unless ther*1 is absolute and 
im perative need for the im m edi?^ ac­ 
complishment of such w'ork it should 
be deferred until industrial conditions 
are more nearly normal than they an 
at the present time. 
This policy not 
only will enable the state to con­ 
struct additional buildings and new' 
institutions at a much lower cost, but 
at the same time will furnish employ­ 
m ent to our citizens when such em ­ 
ployment will be needed more than 
it is under existing conditions. 
For 
this 
reason 
1 
recommend that the 
greatest scrutiny be shown and the 
greatest care exercised in authorizing 
appropriations for such purposes. 
In 
making 
the recommendations 
hereinafter set out with regard to the 
elimii ition of public officials, the < on- 
aolidation of various bureaus and of 
flees. 1 want the General Assembly to 
know I hav* no purpose in view ex­ 
cept to pr mote the administration 
of the pub.Ic business. 
It would be 
far easier personally for me to yield 
to th e demand for j>la< es from the 
party whose candidate for Governoi 
I was in the last election, than it is 
to recommend the elimination of the 
offices hereinafter set out, but I am 
convinced 
that 
a 
point has 
been 
reached where the severest retrench 
m ent m ust be practiced and the great 
est care exercised in conducting th€ 
business of the state. 
I shall submit to you for your con 
sideration certain bills embodying ir 
g reater detail these recommendations 
and hold myself in readiness at all 
tim es to meet with yoti or the com 
m ittee to whom the various bills m aj 
be referred. 
Expenditure of Public Fund*. 
There has been an increasing tend­ 
ency of !a* 
: cars to make open ap 


of Governor Ralston relative to the 
conduct of the business of the fire In­ 
surance companies of Indiana, dis- 
the attorney general and the deputies j c.ioses most clearly th a t the business 


of repair and maintenance of roads 
constructed with a wearing surface 
of brick or cement and the ordinary 
water-bound asphalt or gravel high­ 
ways is sufficient not only to pay the 
interest on bonds issued for the con­ 
struction of perm anent roads, but tc 
retire the bonds in the course of twen­ 
ty years. 
If the aid of the state is 
limited strictly to roads of a perm a­ 
nent nature they will, if properly con­ 
structed and care for, last for many 
generations. 
Banking and Insurance. 
I recommend that there be created 
in Indiana a departm ent to be kown 
as the departm ent of banking and in­ 
surance w'hich shall be separate from 
the work of the auditor of state and 
that the work now being performed 
by the auditor with respect to banks, 
trust companies, mortgage loan com­ 
panies, insurance, building and loan 
companies be transferred to this de­ 
partment. 
I recommend that the Governor be 
authorized to appoint the head there­ 
of; that the employes be placed, as 
far as possible, upon a nonpartisan, 
nonpolitical basis and be protected in 
their positions as long as they render 
efficient service to the state. 
Fire Insurance. 
The condition revealed by the in­ 
vestigation made under the direction j for part-time instruction. 
This step 


thereafter it be thrown open on equal 
term s to children throughout the state 
and that an increased effort be made 
on the part of the state board of 
charities to place all children in pri­ 
vate homes as rapidly as possible. 
It 
is universally conceded that the in­ 
fluence of good homes is far better 
for the children than life in a state 
institution. 
Vocational Education. 
All political parties and all other 
parties and groups, so far as I know, 
are committed to the progress of voca­ 
tional education. 
I hope we may have 
a healthy development of the program 
though we ought to insist on the prin­ 
ciple of a dollar's worth of service 
for every one hundred cents expend­ 
ed. 
If we proceed carefully in the 
execution of the various steps in the 
m ovem ent for vocational education, 
we ought to accomplish a work o! 
enduring merit in the scientific tra in ­ 
ing of our boys and girls to be eco­ 
nomically independent units of so­ 
ciety. 
The laws of this state already re ­ 
quire children who are not employed 
to attend school until 16 years of age. 
I am inclined to believe the law ought 
to be amended so as to require all 
children wrho are employed, up to the 
age of 16 years, to return to school 


cials wtio are faithless to the trust 
imposed upon them are too tedious 
to be effective remedies' In the hand« 
of the people. 
I recommend the simplification oi 
our impeachment law so as to make 
It possible to obtain thu» speedy re 
moval from official places of those 
who fall to discharge their duty, or 
are guilty of such misconduct as to 
justify their removal. 
Efficiency Survey. 
I recommend that, a complete effl 
ciency survey of all offices, institu 
tions and bureaus of the state of In­ 
diana. shall be made. 
Its purpose is 
to eliminate duplication, waste, leak­ 
age and false motion in the operation 
of the state government and may be 
compared to sim ilar surveys m ade by 
every well managed private corpora­ 
tion. 
Such survey ought to permit 
further economies and the introduc­ 
tion of strictly business methods in 
the m anagem ent of the state’s affairs. 


Constitutional Amendment». 
I submit to you for your considera­ 
tion certain proposed am endm ents to 
the constitution of our state, which 1 
believe in the public interest should 
be passed by the General Assembly 
for final submission to the people of 
the state for their ratification. 


Budget System. 
The finances of our state call for 
a more centralized 
and 
responsible 
control. 
Sound public policy requires 
that effective m easures be adopted for 
giving the Governor power over the 
budget which is com m ensurate with 
the present responsibility really vest 
ed in him by popular opinion. 
Noth­ 
ing short of thoroughgoing treatm ent 
of the subject which will impose on 
the Governor the duty of formulating, 
subm itting and defending all budget 
bills will solve the problem of secur­ 
ing economy and responsibility in the 
conduct of public business. 
I therefore recommend that a joint 
resolution 
be 
passed 
subm itting 
a 
constitutional 
am endm ent 
by 
the 
term s of which there shall be pre­ 
pared. under 
executive direction, 
a 
budget for submission to the legisla­ 
ture and that when such budget is 
submitted, while any one or more 
items may be reduced they can not 
be increased. 
The am endm ent should 
further 
provide 
that 
the 
Governor 
shall be authorized to veto any one 
or more Items in any appropriation 
hill. 
Tax Reform. 
I recommend the adoption of a re s­ 
olution subm itting an am endm ent to 
the Constitution authorizing the leg­ 
islature to classify property, and a 
further 
am endm ent 
in 
connection 
with this, fixing a constitutional limi­ 
tation upon the tax rate. 
Increase of Salaries. 
We have witnessed at almost every 
session of the legislature a constant 


b o tnat wfe may meet squarely the im­ 
portant problems which confront ua 
at this time. 
I believe, as a matter 
of fact, that these changes can be ac­ 
complished 
more 
satisfactorily 
through a Constitutional Convention 
than through any other method. 
I recommend that a call be Issued 
by the General Assembly for a Consti­ 
tutional 
Convention 
to 
convene 
in 
January, 1918, that it provide for the 
election of a suitable number of dele­ 
gates at large and the conduct of the 
election 
on 
a 
strictly 
nonpartisan 
basis. 
If this recommendation should be 
approved by the General Assembly 
then no consideration need l>e given 
to the specific am endm ents hereinbe­ 
fore suggested, as they can ail be 
determined by the convention itself. 


Conclusion. 
1 
I have not attem pted in this mes­ 
sage to cover all or even very many 
of the questions likely to arise during 
the present session of the General 
Ass* m blv. 
T have purposely limited 
the scope of my message in the hope 
of focusing attention upon the issues 
of economical 
and 
efficient govern­ 
ment. 
I venture to suggest, in order 
that the Governor may not be unduly 
burdened in the closing days or hours 
of the legislature with a m ass of leg­ 
islation. and that the m em bers of the 
General Assembly may have a real 
opportunity to deliberate and intelli­ 
gently to determ ine m atters within 
your jurisdiction; that the value ot 
time be placed as high at the begin­ 
ning of your session as a t the end; 
that com m ittees be required to report 
promptly on m easures before them 
for consideration: 
that 
unnecessary 
adjournm ents be avoided. 
I think it is not unjust to say that 
It has been custom ary for legislatures 
to w aste much time in the earlier 
stages of the session and that in the 
closing hours there is usually such a 
deluge of business that 
few' 
know 
what is going on. 
Such methods of 
procedure give opportunity to throttle 
legislation and m ake easy the enact­ 
m ent of much bad legislation. 


On the Wire. 
The president of one of the large 
corporations in New York, whose busi­

Public Library Commission. 
The viork of the public library com­

The libraries are a large faetor in the 
education system of the state and 
their 
efficient 
co operation 
will 
be 
fostered bv having the two differ* nt 
state agencies co-ordinated u n d e r the 
management of a single commission. 
The Legs* Clerk to the Governor. 
1 recommend that the office of the 
legal clerk to the Governor be imme­ 
diately abolished. 
All legal advice 
needed by the Governor should be 
furnished by the attorney general. 


Conservation Commission. 
I recommend that the office of 
state fish and game commissioner as 
now' constiuted he abolished; that the 
state board of forestry, the offices of 
state geologist and state entomologilt 
be abolished and that there be created 
a commission of four, not m ire than 
two of whom belonging to any one 
political party, to be known as a 
conservation commission, w'hich com­ 
mission shall serve without pay and

Excise Tax. 
I call your attention to the fact 
that the state tax rate for all pur- 
fKises in Indiana, now 40.10 cents on 
the $100 is the highest of any state in 
th*- Union. 
This is due largely to the 
fact that while the most of the states 
have rosorted to excise taxes of dif­ 
ferent kinds for the purpose of rais­ 
ing revenue, Indiana has confined it­ 
self, almost exclusively, to a direct 
tax on property within the state. 
I believe that, in harmony with the 
practice of other states, we should 
turn our attention to caring for the 
increasing needs of the state, by ex­ 
cise and other indirect taxes and in 
this way diminish the burden now be­ 
ing borne under the general property 
tax. 
I, therefore, recommend th a t rea­ 
sonable excise taxes be levied on pub­ 
lic service and other domestic and 
foreign corporations doing business 
in Indiana; and that the tax levied on 
insurance companies be increased.

Impeachment Law. 
O ur processes of Impeachment and 
of removing from public office offi- 


elected or appointed to office, to have 
i their salaries increased. 
I believe that there should be a 


i constitutional prohibition against this 
practice and I. therefore, recommend 
a constitutional am endm ent prohibit- 
j Ing the increase of the salary of any 
public official for the term of office 
for which he sluill have been elected 
or appointed. 
Registration of Voters. 
Under the constitution, no registra­ 
tion law can he passed, except that 
which would apply alike to all 
the 
voters of the state. 
It is already un­ 
necessary to incur the expense of 
registering voters in Indiana in more 
than eight or ten counties. An am end­ 
ment to the constitution authorizing 
the legislature to classify counties for 
registration purposes, not only would 
result in saving large sums of money 
to the taxpayers of the state, but also 
would have much unnecessary trouble 
to our citizens.

am endm ent to the constitution be sub­ 
mitted authorizing the classification 
of counties and cities for registration 
purposes. 
Superintendent of Public Instruction.- 
This office is a Constitutional office 
at the present time, and this official 
is elected by the people of the state; 
this office should be an appointive one 
and should be made on m erit for an 
in definite term of years and the of­ 
ficial be permitted to retain his place 
so long as he renders efficient service 
to the state. 
I recommend that an am endm ent 
he submitted authorizing the appoint­ 
m ent of the state superintendent of 
public instruction. 
Constitutional Convention. 
The present Constitution of Indi­ 
ana wras adopted moire than 
sixty 
years ago when the needs of our state 
were 
comparatively 
simple. 
Since 
1851 
our state government has be­ 
come so complex that many of the 
! provisions of the constitution which 
w e r e in point sixty years ago no 
longer cover our present conditions 
of society. 
Sixty lears ago interurbans, tele­ 
graphs, telephones, electric light and 
i power plants were unknown. 
Prop­ 
erty was practically all of a tangible 
nature and our present method of do­ 
ing business through corporations was 
undeveloped. 
We were almost alto­ 
gether an agricultural people and our 
industrial life was largely unforseen. 
In 
this 
m easure I 
have 
already 
pointed out certain im portant m eas­ 
ures which require for their consum­ 
mation constitutional amendments. It 
has been found impossible to amend 
the present constitution by the method 
proposed In the constitution itself, 
yet there is an immediate need for 
the changes specifically indicated and 
for other changes in conformity with 
the changed industrial and com m ero 
ial fabric of society. 
The public in­ 
terest requires th a t there be no furth­ 
er delay in changing the constitution

Dead and dying limbs should be 
pruned out close to the tree and the 
wounds painted. 
Many people sup­ 
pose that once a limb on a tree is dead 
that it dries out and does no essential 
harm. As a m atter of fact a dead or 
dying limb evaporates large quantities 
of moisture from the tree. Cutting off 
a dead limb and painting the wound 
saves a large quantity of moisture for 
the remaining living limbs, leaves and 
fruit. 
Canker wounds or sun-scald areas 
where the growing limb beneath the 
bark has died ought to be scraped 
clean up to a layer of healthy grow­ 
ing tissue and 
the wound 
painted. 
Cleaning and painting these wounds 
will destroy many insects which are 
sheltered behind the shelly bark of the 
wound, which feed on the growing 
layer and prevent it from healing over 
the wound, and the iiainting will save 
loss of water from the dead and 
spongy wood. 
Water sprouts and surplus limbs not 
needed by the tree ought to be pruned 
out now. 
All wounds more than half 
an inch in diameter made in pruning 
should be painted with common paint 
to save evaporation from the wound.

A lizard in each 
tree is said to prevent insect injury 
very largely and in addition to this 
cause hesitation on the part of the 
would-be trespasser, especially one of 
a superstitious turn of mind. 


PROPER TIME FOR PLANTING 


In Localities Where Winters Are Cold 
and Dry Spring Practice Is Most 
Satisfactory. 


There are many opinions regarding 
the comparative values of fall and 
spring planting of fruit trees. 
There 
are many advocates of each practice 
and each has substantial reasons for 
his opinion. 
When all reasons are taken into con­ 
sideration, It results in the discovery 
that in sections where the winters 
are open and mild, fall planting Is by 
far more satisfactory 
than 
spring 
planting. 
But in localities where the 
winters are cold and dry, spring is the 
more satisfactory time for setting out 
an orchard. 


TRIM RED RASPBERRY BUSH 


It is as essential to do the following 
work after the pruning has been done, 
as it is to do the pruning, according 
to pomologists. The following SUgges- ! 
tions are well to follow after the prun- ! 
ing is done: 
1. Gather up and remove from t h e ! 
orchard all branches and twigs that j 
have been cut off. 
Burn them. They i 
afford homes for the diseases and the j 
insects that will attack your trees if ; 
the rubbish is left on the ground. 
2. (’over the wounds with a coat of 
good lead paint. 
This helps to keep ( 
out the water and prevent disease or 
decay. 
S. Spray the trees with a solution ' 
of one gallon commercial lime-sulphur 
to eight gallons of water. 
Spraying 
just after pruning reduces the cost of 
applying the material as there is less 
brush to cover than at other times. 


Plant Nipped Back Bears Fruit Where 
Nipping Is Done— Work Must Not 
Be Neglected. 


A red raspberry plant nipped back 
bears its fruit just below where the 
nipping is done and on the short 
branches that spring out from the 
main stem. 
But if allowed to run wild it soon 
exhausts itself in producing cane, and 
only bears a few berries on the end 
of the cane. 
Hence it will not do 
to neglect a red raspberry patch iu 
this respect in the least.

Work May Be Done From Now On—

Worming the peach trees for borers 
may be done from now on, and after 
it is finished the dirt may either be 
left away from the tree or the hole 
filled. 
If there is no danger of water col­ 
lecting about the base of the trunk the 
cold weather of the winter will kill 
tlie borers, and when worming is done 
again early in the spring the holes can 
be filled.

REJECTS RAILROADS’ PETITION 


U. S. District Court Refuses to Hold 
Up Two-Cent Fare Law.

Washington, Jan. S.—Interest now

Thomas W. l^awson of Boston, who 
has been making charges ever since 
the agitation of the subject began, 
has arrived in Washington in response 
to a committee subpena to give testi­ 
mony. 
Others who are to appear be­ 
fore the committee are Secretary of 
State Lansing, in whose department 
the peace note originated; Joseph P. 
Tumulty, secretary to the president; 
Charles H. Babin, president of the 
Guaranty 
Trust 
company 
of

York; Bernard Baruch, Otto Kahn of 
Kuhn. Loeb & Co.; Judge William M. 
K. Olcott of New York, special coun­ 
sel 
for Representative 
Gardner of 
Massachusetts, engaged to show the 
fluctuations of the stock market on 
the day before the note officially was 
made public, and Washington repre­ 
sentatives of the Wall Street Journal, 
Financial America and the Central 
News association. 
Managers of the 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
companies’ local branches also have 
been asked to produce dispatches filed 
by these news organizations bearine 
on the subject of the peace note.
